Liberals Stand Together. 

In this connection it may be stated 
that.with few exceptions the Liberals 
stand as one man, ready and willing 
to crystalize into action the above re- 
solution. There may be one or two 
men who entertain the view that the 
inauguration of a navy is not the best 
way of assisting the Empire, but even 
these men are disposed to vote with 
the Government if such a scheme 
should be decided upon as the best un- 
der the circumstances, 


Conservatives at Loggerheads. 


Upon the Conservative side of the 
House matters are ina Ver ifferent 
position, The leading C rvative 
papers have already taken the\ ground 
that to their party belongs th nor 
of first suggesting the creation ofa 
Canadian navy. Someof them have 
gone so far as to quote alleged state- 
ments of Sir Wilfrid Laurier as oppos- 
ed to any such scheme of assisting in 
Imperia! defence. To set this matter 
atrest a reference to page 18 of the 
proceedings of the Imperial Conference 
of 1902 will be sufficient The First 
Lord of the Admiralty announced as 
follows : 

lt was Laurier’s Scheme. 

“Sir Wilfrid Laurier informed me 
that His Majesty’s Government of the 
Dominion of Canada are contemplating 
the establishment of a local naval force 
in the waters of Canada, but that they 
were not able to make any offer of as- 
sistance analagous to those enumerat- 
ed sbove.” 

Then again at the same conference 
the views of Canada were set out in 
the following Jauguage : 

Again He Said: 

“At present Canadian expenditures 
for defence services are confined to the 
military side’ The Canadian Govern 
ment are prepared to consider’ the 
naval side of defence as well. On the 
sea coasts of Canada there isa large 
number of men admirably quuslified to 
form @ naval reserve, and it is hoped 
that at ap early date a system may b+ 
devised which will lead to the traino- 
ing of these men and to the making 
of their services available for defence 
in time of need.” 

Thus it appears

What Middlebro Said. 

Mr. Middlebro, Couoservative, North 
Grey, advocated aVanadiannavy. He

Bogus Money is Easily Detected, 
But Forger is the Mest to 
be Feared. 


The affable gent!c:man who hands 
you out notes or gold in exchange 
for your cheque is the mark of 
sharks and swindlers of all deserp- 
tions. The PossiDilil.cs offered by a 
euccessful fraud uncon him are great 
and the risks on the whole are less 
than have to be faced in many other 
fields of crime, says Pearson's 
Weex!y 

Dodges innumerubie have been 
worked for his especial benelit, but 
the very dangers ot !.\s calling make 
him wary, and hi not easily 
“had.’’ That favorite device of 
petty thieves, for exaniple, called 
‘ringing the changes,’ which so 
often deceives the shopman or the 

ublican, seldom succeeds with him. 
He has a disconcerting habit of 
comp!cting each payment as-origin- 
ally asked for, blandly tgnoring any 
changes in detail until the end. 
Thus he makes each transaction 
complete in itself, and it is not easy 
to confuse him 

Jad monev is seldom presented 
ac a bank, unless undesignedly, by 
those who have been themselves de- 
ceived.

Thus, between thirty and thirty- 
four he should weigh 145 pounds, 
including clothes; between ‘thirty- 
five and thirty-nine, 147 pounds;

Members of the Royal 
Society were astonished some years 
ago to see this modelerunning along 
a span of wire rope, balancing itself 
like a tight-rope dancer on two 
wheels, in apparent defiance of the 
laws of gravitation, and from time 
to time snc then visitors to Mr. 
Brennan’s house in Kent, have wit- 
nessed the same apparefit miracle. 
The secret was to be found in the 
application of that gyroscopic force 
which keeps a spinning top from 
falling over on its side. Within the 
little model car was a gyroscope, 
which maintained its equilibrium. 


FULL-SIZED CAR. 


The inventor has now completed a 
full-sized car and fitted it with gy- 
roscopes, and at Cuttingham he has 
given a demonstration which was 
entirely successful. Forty persons 
were carried in the car up and down 
a straight single rail track and 
round and round a circular track 
220 yards in length. 

The car is 40 feet in length, ten 
fect wide, and 13 feet in height to 
the top of the cabin in which tue 
machinery is contained.

Striking Feat of Lifting $71 Lbs. 
Above His Head With One 
Hand. 


Can the human frame support 
a weight of nearly one and three- 
quarter tons? An emphatic ‘‘No”’ 
would probably be the reply"to this 
question in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred. Nevertheless, the 
feat of sustaining 3,868 lbs. by mus- 
cular strength alone hag been per- 
formed many times by Mr. Arthur 
Saxon, known in the athletic world 
as the strongest man on earth, says 
London Tit-Bits. 

While lying on his back Mr. Sax- 
en balances a huge plank, 40 feet 
long with his feet, and a 200 !b. 
bar-bell. Thirteen men sit on the 
plank and three on the bar-bell, 
the combined weight being 3,868 
lbs. An even greater test of 
strength is made when, with his 
brother Hermann, he supports a 
bridge weighing over two tons 
while an automobile, carrying six 
people, runs over it. This is a com- 
bined weight of over three tons, 
and if his strength should give way 
—even for one second—it would 
mean instant death, or, at least,

head with “One hand, and 448 lbs. 
with two. Just consider what this 
means for a moment. With one 
hand this professional strong man 
raises above his head a weight 
equivalent to over 3% cwt. of coal. 
There is no trick about it, Mr. Sax- 
on will tell you. It is simply @ 
question of strength—strength in- 
herited from a race of strong men 
and women, and developed by years 
ot exercise and temperate living. 

And yet Mr. Saxon never lifted 
a-weight until he was sixteen years 
ef age; and he is now thirtyone. 

“T was studying to become a 
sculptor,’’ he remarked’ a short 
time a ‘when my father caused 
me to join a weight-lifting club. I 
was fairly muscular, and my strong 
feame enabled me to lift greater 
Weights than any of the other: 
members. | also learned wrestling, 
‘and developed into a good amateur, 
and later into a fairly good profes- 
sional. I was able to life such 
heavy weights, however, that a cir- 
cus manager wanted me; and as he 
offered me more than | could make 
as a sculptor, 1 became a profes- 
sional strong man. I was then only 
seventeen years old.
